DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . This communication is responsive to the applicant's amendment dated 06/27/2006. The 
applicant(s) amended claims 1, 3-4, 8, 13, 15-16 and 25, and cancelled claims 2, 9, 14 and 21 
(the amendment: pages 2-16). 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 18 (remarks) of the amendment, filed 06/27/2006, with 
respect to claims 1, 3-8, 10-13, 15-20 and 22-25 have been fully considered. 

The examiner withdraws the claim rejection under 35 USC 102/103, because the 
applicant amended and/or cancelled the corresponding claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 3-8, 10-13, 15-20 and 22-25 are allowed. 

The examiner's statement for allowance is based the same reason described in the 
previous office action filed on 9/23/2004, because independent claims 1, 3, 4 and 25 are 
amended to include the subject matter of original claim 2, independent claim 8 is amended to 
include the subject matter of original claim 9, independent claims 13, 15 and 16 are amended to 
include the subject matter of original claim 14, and independent claim 20 is amended to include
